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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  including  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  the  year  1952. 

Though  the  number  of  infant  deaths  was  low  for  the  district,  there  was  a 
slight  increase  compared  with  last  year.  Some  account  of  the  factors  con¬ 
cerned  will  be  found  in  Section  A  of  the  report. 

Measles  was  rampant  during  the  year  and  the  epidemic  caused  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty-nine  casualties,  fortunately,  with  only  one  death.  The  incidence 
was  two  and  a  half  times  more  than  the  average  for  the  country  or  for  com¬ 
parable  districts. 

The  very  success  of  the  campaign  against  diphtheria  is  a  potential  threat 
to  the  level  of  immunisation  as  many  parents  have  never  seen  the  effects  of 
infection  and  some  may  doubt  it’s  virulence.  Twenty-nine  parents  withheld 
consent  to  immunisation  during  the  year  and  I,  therefore,  again  repeat  the 
facts:  the  two  thousand  eight  hundred  deaths  from  diphtheria  before  immun¬ 
isation  became  general  had  been  reduced  to  thirty  by  1952. 

Fortunately,  only  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  but  one  was  fatal. 

Housing  progress  was  maintained  though  the  many  families  still  awaiting 
accommodation  may  not  be  inclined  to  agree.  Two  hundred  an^  twenty-four 
new  houses  became  available  for  occupation  and  seven  of  them  went  to 
families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions.  A  further  thirty-seven  were  al¬ 
located  for  the  rehousing  of  families  from  totally  unfit  properties  and 
twenty-nine  relets  were  used  for  the  same  purpose.  The  housing  statistics 
prepared  by  the  Housing  Architect  and  the  Housing  Superintendent  will  be 
found  in  Section  D  of  this  report. 

The  house  unfit  for  human  habitation  is  fast  disappearing  but  there 
remain  many  which  are  grossly  substandard  when  compared  with  modern 
houses,  These  properties  present  a  problem  to  which  there  is  no  simple  solu- 
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tion,  A  potentially  effective  answer  would  be  extensive  reconstruction  but 
the  cost  would  be  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  ultimate  value  of  the  properties. 
The  only  practicable  measure  is  to  secure  essential  repairs  during  the  habit¬ 
able  life  of  those  houses.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  are 
constantly  engaged  in  this  complicated  and  frequently  thankless  task. 

The  conversion  programme  becomes  more  exacting  as  the  ultimate  objec¬ 
tive  cornes  slowly  nearer  but  no  effort  must  be  spared  until  the  last  of  our 
offensive  legacies  of  the  past  is  abolished. 

To  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  all  the  members  of  the  staff,  I  express 
my  appreciation  of  their  co-operation  and  efficient  assistance  during  the  year.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

Most  of  my  observations  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  are 
included  under  the  various  headings  in  the  main  body  of  the  report. 


We  have  this  year  almost  reached  the  half  way  mark  in  the  conversion  of 
the  pail  closets,  and  we  have  just  over  another  1,000  to  convert.  It  has  taken 
four  years  to  abolish  the  first  half  and  it  seems  as  though  it  will  take  the  same 
time  for  the  remainder..  I  feel  that  we  are  at  last  coming  within  sight  of  the 
end  of  this  project.  To  maintain  this  number  of  conversions  has  not  always 
been  easy,  and  the  visits  made  by  your  Inspectors  meeting  owners,  agents  and 
builders  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  effort  involved.  It  has  been  happy  and 
fruitful  work,  and  I  feel  that  here,  at  any  rate,  I  can  say  a  sincere  “Thank  you” 
to  all  those  property  owners  who  have  responded  to  the  appeal  and  have  done 
the  conversions  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Public  spirit  and  civic  pride  are  very 
useful  assets,  particularly  when  accompanied  by  such  a  practical  contribution. 
It  is  also  a  pleasing  and  noteworthy  fact  that  very  few  tenants  have  complained 
of  the  increase  in  rent  for  this  improvement- 


Housing  conditions  have  again  taken  up  a  good  deal  of  the  time  of  the 
Department.  You  will  find  particulars  in  the  report  showing  that  a  large  amount 
of  repair  work  has  been  done  during  the  year.  Over  250  houses  have  been 
dealt  with  under  slum  clearance  since  the  end  of  the  war,  many  of  which 
were  previously  scheduled  for  action  prior  to  1939.  I  think  we  have  dealt  with 
the  old  slum  areas  that  had  a  new  lease  of  life  in  1939.  However,  we  have 
still  before  us  the  picture  of  several  hundreds  of  houses  which  are  fast  ap¬ 
proaching  slum  clearance  standard.  Whilst  we  are  doing  all  we  can  to  keep 
these  houses  reasonably  habitable  for  a  further  short  lease  of  life,  the  work 
is  tedious  and  slow.  Much  has  been  said  recently  for  the  urgent  need  for 
reform  of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts.  In  my  opinion,  no  reform  of  this  legis¬ 
lation  will  alter  the  fact  that  hundreds  of  houses  can  never  hope  to  be  saved — 
the  age  and  deterioration  are  too  far  advanced.  These  old  properties  can 
never  be  repaired  and  maintained  as  an  economic  proposition  to  anyone, 
least  of  all  to  the  owner. 


One  other  matter  calling  for  special  comment  is  the  increasing  number 
of  complaints  received  of  nuisance  from  smoke  and  noise.  In  the  case  of 
smoke  nuisance  much  improvement  is  effected  by  the  usual  observations  being 
made,  followed  up  by  personal  contact  with  the  management  of  the  premises 
involved.  We  are  shortly  to  install  deposit  gauges  and  lead  peroxide  instruments 
in  the  district  in  order  to  have  a  more  complete  picture  of  the  problem. 


Noise  nuisance  is  usually  much  more  difficult  to  deal  with.  Several  prem¬ 
ises  in  the  district  are  the  subject  of  repeated  complaints  of  excessive  noise.  In 
most  cases  the  noise  created  is  as  a  result  of!  a  definite  manufacturing  process, 
and  is  disturbing  to  the  adjoining  residential  areas.  To  my  mind,  the  great 
difficulty  is  in  assessing  the  amount  of  noise  which  can  be  reasonably  allowed 
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from  these  premises.  In  some  cases,  several  forms  of  suppression  have  been 
used  with  varying  degrees  of  success,  but  complete  sound  proofing  of  large 
premises  is  unreasonably  costly,  and  often  impractical  in  view  of  the  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  working  comfort  of  the  employees.  I  feel  that  the  siting  and 
expansion  of  these  premises  should  be  carefully  considered  by  the  Town 
Planning  Authorities  when  they  deal  with  the  applications.  The  possibility 
of  noise  and  atmospheric  pollution  should  be  carefully  investigated  in  relation 
to  the  type  of  manufacturing  processes  involved,  particularly  in  areas  where 
existing  residential  property  is  likely  to  be  affected. 


Again,  I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  McKean  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for 
support  and  encouragement,  and  to  the  inspectors  and  staff  for  their  hard  work.

Though  live  births  exceeded  deaths  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  the 
Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  mid-year  population  was  one  hundred  and  sixty 
less  than  in  1951. 

Births 

Live  births  numbered  five  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  eighty-two  fewer 
than  last  year,  the  birth-rate  falling  to  15.1  per  thousand  population,  the 
lowest  recorded  for  many  years. 

There  were  19  still  births,,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  the  still  birth  rate 
from  21.6  to  30.8  per  thousand  total  births,  the  highest  since  1946.

Jaundice  was  noted  in  twelve  infants,  nine  of  the  mothers  being  Rh  positive, 
two  negative  and  one  not  known. 

Premature  Births 

Sixty-four  infants  were  born  prematurely,  a  few  more  than  last  year.  The 
birth  weight  was  recorded  on  the  form  of  birth  notification  for  all  infants 
born  at  home  and  for  thirty-four  of  the  forty-one  born  in  hospital.  The 
necessary  information  was  obtained  from  the  hospital  report  in  one  case,  and 
by  the  health  visitors  in  three  others.  The  first  intimation  either  of  birth  or 
prematurity  of  the  remaining  three  infants  was  found  on  the  transferable 
death  slips  received  from  the  Registrar  General. 

Eleven  of  the  infants  were  twins,  all  being  born  in  hospital.  Three  of  the 

seven  infants  admitted  to  hospital  after  domiciliary  delivery  survived  at  the 

end  of  one  month. 

A  rather  higher  proportion  of  the  birth  weights  than  last  year  was  under 

three  pounds  and  all  these  infants  died.  However,  the  total  survival  rate  at 

the  end  of  one  month  was  eighty-three  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  the  deaths  of  infants  born  in  1952,  two  of  the  premature 
infants  born  in  1951  died  during  the  year.  Both  had  congenital  malformation.

With  eighty-two  fewer  births  registered  and  two  more  deaths  recorded, 
the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  rose  from  thirty-two  to  forty.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  annually  is  such  that  one  or  two  deaths  more  or  less  in  any  one  year 
can  cause  considerable  fluctuation  in  the  rate.

The  higher  rate  this  year  was  largely  because  of  the  increase  of  deaths 
from  prematurity,  ten  deaths  being  recorded  compared  with  four  last  year. 


One  mother  lost  her  second  baby,  the  first  being  still  born  in  1951,  in  spite 
of  every  effort  to  secure  for  her  a  living  infant.  She  had  a  placenta  praevia 
and  breech  presentation,  and  was  delivered  by  Caesarean  section.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  the  baby  survived  only  one  day,  post  mortem  failed  to  reveal  any  pre¬ 
cise  cause  of  death. 

Two  mothers  had  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 


One  healthy  infant  aged  one  month,  living  in  a  good  home,  was  accident¬ 
ally  suffocated  by  overlaying. 


One  infant  had  haemolytic  disease  of  the  new  born.  The  mother’s  blood 
was  Rh  negative  and  the  father’s  Rh  positive.  *

Of  the  two  hundred  and  forty-five  maternity  cases  treated  in  hospital,  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  were  admitted  on  account  of  unsuitable  home  conditions 
and  the  others  for  medical  reasons.  Nineteen  mothers  and  one  infant  required 
blood  transfusion. 


Thirty-four  births  were  notified  from  nursing  homes. 


The  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  held  two  sessions  during  the  year, 
and  a  total  of  269  blood  donors  attended.  Twenty-three  new  donors  were 
enrolled,  but  this  is  far  short  of  the  number  needed. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

No  further  action  became  necessary  in  the  three  cases  described  in  last 
3^ear’s  report. 


Case  4.  A  man,  aged  seventy-three  years,  ambulant  and  living  alone. 
Apathetic  and  dirty  in  his  habits.  His  relatives  tried  to  keep  him  and  his 
house  in  a  reasonable  condition  but  he  was  very  difficult  and  inclined  to  look 
on  any  assistance  as  interference.  He  declined  to  make  use  of  the  Home  Help 
Service  and  refused  to  go  into  hospital.

Complaints  of  nuisance  from  smoke  were  more  numerous  during  the  year. 
Observations  carried  out  now  reveal  that  there  are  definite  grounds  for 
stronger  action  to  be  taken  in  this  direction.  Much  has  been  done  as  a  result 
of  informal  action  by  officers  of  the  department,  but  it  is  felt  that  more  de¬ 
tailed  information  is  required  as  to  the  actual  extent  of  atmospheric  pollution 
now  taking  place.

I  regret  to  report  that  the  pail  closets  at  Teversal  School  have  not  yet  been 
converted. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Collection 

Shortage  of  suitable  labour  is  one  of  the  main  difficulties  in  the  public 
cleansing  department.  The  more  lucrative  sphere  of  private  industry  with 
almc.st  unlimited  overtime  available  is  making  the  replacement  of  workmen 
almost  impossible.  Several  extra  men  should  be  available  during  the  summer 
months  to  help  during  annual  holidays  and  absence  during  sickness  but  most 
newcomers  seem  to  find  the  work  too  much,  and  some  regard  the  job  as  one 
of  casual  labour,  with  no  other  intention  than  doing  a  day  or  two  when  they 
feel  like  it.  A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year  and  much  of  the  credit  must  go  to  the  regular  teams  of  conscientious 
woikmen  who  have  worked  overtime  when  necessary  on  Saturdays  to  make 
up  the  arrears. 

A  new  12  cubic  yard  Karrier  arrived  in  the  autumn  and  this  is  proving  a 
very  good  vehicle  for  this  district.  The  workmen  like  it  because  it  holds  more 
refuse  and  also  because  it  has  a  six  seater  cab  which  accommodates  the  whole 
team  when  necessary.  During  the  course  of  the  days  work  a  good  deal  of  the 
bulffier  cardboard  salvage  can  be  packed  in  the  cab,  leaving  more  room  in  the 
bags  for  the  smaller  material. 

Refuse  disposal  has  presented  no  problems  this  year.  The  Fordson  trac¬ 
tor  with  blade  and  heavy  tracks  makes  light  of  the  work  on  the  tips.  Although 
the  top  covering  of  soil  has  not  always  been  as  thick  as  we  would  like  it,  tip¬ 
ping  operations  have  created  no  nuisance.  We  were  invited  by  the  local  foot- 
Dall  club  to  construct  a  raised  bank  or  “  spion  cop”  for  the  spectators  on  their 
ground  which  was  6ft.  below  the  level  of  the  adjoining  road  surface.  This  will 
provide  tipping  accommodation  for  six  months  and  the  arrangement  is  mut¬ 
ually  satisfactory  to  both  sides.  The  football  club  get  a  much  improved 
gromid  at  no  cost,  and  the  Council  have  an  admirable  central  tip  for  six 
months,  which  appreciably  reduces  the  haulage  costs.  This  system  of  land 
improvement  is  always  worth  consideration.  Not  only  does  the  land  increase 
in  value  and  use,  it  also  helps  the  authority  responsible  for  refuse  removal. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  adaptation  of  the  buildings  at  Oaklands 
Farm.  Huthwaite,  for  the  new  Health  Department  Depot,  When  completed 
there  will  be  garage  accommodation  for  all  vehicles,  a  workshop,  new  con- 
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veniences  and  drying  room  for  the  workmen.  The  accommodation  for  salvage 
presses,  public  disinfector  and  waste  food  steaming  room  was  completed  and 
in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year.

HOUSING

4.  Housing  Act,  1936— Overcrowding 

Seven  families  were  rehoused  for  overcrowding  during  the  year.  Each 
case  was  acute  overcrowding  on  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act, 
1936.  They  were  single  families  who  had  grown  to  units  above  the  permitted 
number  of  the  house  they  occupied.  In  some  cases  the  owners  of  the  houses 
vacated  agreed  to  relet  their  properties  to  other  deserving  families. 

Several  other  cases  of  overcrowding  as  a  result  of  lodger  families  and 
normal  increases  due  to  marriage  were  found,  and  full  reports  on  these  cases 
were  submitted  to  the  Housing  Department.  Many  of  these  cases  were  re¬ 
housed  in  the  normal  way  under  the  Council’s  points  system.

Clean  Food  Campaigns 

Regular  inspections  of  shops  and  food  preparing  premises  have  been 
made  throughout  the  year.  On  several  premises  some  degree  of  modernisa¬ 
tion  has  been  achieved  including  the  provision  of  a  continuous  supply  of  hot 
water  and  more  adequate  washing  facilities  for  the  staff.  Some  premises  still 
rely  on  the  fixed  back  boiler,  but  this  arrangement  is  not  satisfactory  during 
the  summer  months  when  there  is  often  no  fire.  In  such  cases  an  alternative 
gas  or  immersion  heater  should  be  available. 

One  of  the  problems  is  the  small  general  dealer’s  shop.  Quite  a  number 
of  these  are  now  launching  out  with  the  sale  of  various  goods,  including  gen¬ 
eral  groceries,  sweets  and  confectionery,  and  greengrocery.  Unfortunately, 
many  of  the  premises  concerned  are  not  large  enough  for  the  separation  of 
tnese  various  commodities,  and,  although  it  is  a  comparatively  easy  matter  to 
install  a  wash-hand  basin  and  even  glass  cases  for  the  protection  of  the  cakes, 
etc.  in  order  to  conform  to  the  bye-laws,  the  shopkeeper  is  faced  with  the 
Heavier  responsibility  of  maintaining  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness. 

More  permanent  and  adequate  washing  facilities  are  required  for  the 
stallholders  on  the  market. 

All  food  hawkers  have  now  been  advised  of  the  conditions  of  registration, 
and  it  is  considered  that  some  simple  provision  for  washing  hands  should  be 
provided  on  every  vehicle. 
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During  the  year  a  survey  was  carried  out  of  the  71  public  houses  and 
off-licence  premises  in  the  area.  It  was  pleasing  to  note  that  all  the  owners 
concerned  showed  every  willingness  to  accept  our  recommendations  for  bring¬ 
ing  these  premises  up  to  standard.  The  main  cause  for  complaint  was  again 
tne  lack  of  a  continuous  supply  of  hot  water  for  washing  up,  and  in  most  cases 
the  lack  of  any  means  of  sterilizing  glasses. 


Sanitary  accommodation  was  found  to  be  adequate  in  most  premises. 
Some  recommendations  were  made  for  the  automatic  flushing  of  urinals  and 
more  effective  screening. 


In  relation  to  all  food  handlers,  the  emphasis  continues  to  be  placed  on  the 
personal  cleanliness  and  efforts  of  the  individual,  and  it  is  along  these  lines 
that  the  maximum  improvement  can  be  achieved.

Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty-six  of  the  forty-eight  cases  vv^ere  notilied  in  the  Huthwaile  Ward 
during  the  months  of  March  and  April.  This  small  epidemic  was  almost  en¬ 
tirely  confined  to  pupils  of  New  Street  Infants  School. 

The  other  cases  occurred  sporadically  throughout  the  year  and  were  dis¬ 
tributed  fairly  uniformly  in  the  town.

The  disease  remained  mild  and  without  complications  or  deaths.

Measles 

Sporadic  cases  were  notified  from  February  until  September,  when 
the  most  extensive  outbreak  since  the  disease  became  notifiable  in  1940 
be;?an  in  the  East  Ward,  and  rapidly  spread  through  the  town.  A'  total  of 
eight  hundred  and  forty-nine  cases  was  notified  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
For  the  first  time  the  incidence  increased  for  the  second  successive  year. 

Tv/a  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  with  complications. 

The  only  death  was  of  a  boy  aged  6  years  who  succumbed  to  pneumonia.

The  chief  incidence  was  from  August  to  December  with  the  peak  in  October.

Notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  showed  a  decrease  of  six  for 
women  and  three  for  men  compared  with  1951.  Two  of  the  male  cases  were 
temporary  transfers  from  another  district  the  men  being  trainees  at  the  Port- 
l..ind  Training  College. 


The  three  new  cases  in  children  occurred  in  families  with  a  tuberculous 
history.  In  one  case  the  mother  was  admitted  to  Newstead  Sanatorium  in 
1951,  in  another,  the  father  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  1952.  and  in 
the  other  the  mother  had  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1949. 


Four  men  died  within  a  year  of  notification. 


Of  the  twenty-eight  new  cases,  seven  men  and  seven  women  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  sanatoria.
